railroad demonstration was not so 


announcing the meeting. Archer made 
a brief speech, saying that the meeting 
was called to expostulate with the Rail- 
road Commissioners for violating their 
pledges; he denounced the extortions of 
the railroad, and declared it was time 
for the people to assert their rights. 
General Naglee next appeared, and 
offered several resolutions. They set 
forth the exactions of the railroad 
and demanded that the Railroad Com-

missioners should keep their pledges,

If they do 
not do so a committee is named to call 
on Stoneman and ask him to call an ex- 
tra session of the Legislature, when the 
commissioners can be impeached. 

The question of their adoption was 
not put. Naglee then read a long list of 
charges he preferred against the ral- 
roads, for wh.ch he said he was person- 
ally responsible unless they were 
adopted y the meeting.

taxes, and that their owners 
were devoid of all honor. He 
said: “I charge that the right 


of citizens of the county of Santa Clara 
of free speech and the right to meet in 
town-meeting to discuss their grievances 
and to seek the relief therefrom guaran- 
teed to them by the Constitution of the 
United States, has been violated and 
our own county and city have been over- 
run by the officers, employes and 
strikers of the monopoly, using every 
effort, both tair and foul, with our press 
and our people, to neutralize this firs’ 
spontaneous effort of the people of our 
State to relieve themselves of the 
tyrannical exactions of their oppress- 
ors. What is filed is stuck in a 
pigeon-holed and covered up. A Rauil- 
road Commission that would file such 
complaints ought to be themselves filed 
up. They should be filed in a pigeon- 
hole six feet long and two feet wide.”’ 
“I have been reading their circulars,”’ 
continued Naglee. Theysay the coup- 
try is prospering. It is true, but the 
God of nature and muscle made it 
gsc not the railroad company. 
f you lay down your arms now the 
country may become a second Egypt. 
There only are the relics of past great- 
ness, the substance has pas-ed away, 
and it was the cruel crushing power of 
wealth which destroyed her.”’ 

P.S. Dorney’s Eloquent Speech. 

San Jose, June 2.—P. 8. Dorney to- 
night addressed the meeting in the Cal- 
ifornia Theater. He spoke at length, 
dealing with the monopoly question in 
detail The address was characterized 
by a dignified delivery, was clear, con- 
vincing, and logical, which marked it 
as the oratorical effort of the day. 

- Dorney shared Henry George’s 
eas as expressed in ‘‘ Progress and 
Poverty,” and dwelt largely upon the 
propositions advanced therein. He was 
listened to throughout with marked at- 
tention. He then introduced this reso- 
lution: 

Resolved, that any person or corpora- 
tion failing to pay taxes duly assessed, 
otherwise than from poverty, shall be 
deprived of all protection by law, either 
of property or person, and should 
have no standing in any court until said 
tax is paid.

The Six-Mile Ordinance. 

The city ordinance prohibiting railway 
trains from running through the city at a 
greater rate of speed than six miles an 
hour works a great-injury to people liv- 
ing in Anaheim, Santa Ana, Downey and 
Santa Monica, particularly the latter. It 


takes an hour to come from Park Station 


to the depot, which makes it annoying to 
business men who go down in the evening 
and expect to make a quick trip back in 
the morning. Last evening a petition was 
signed by nearly all the city residents of 
Santa Monica protesting against this six- 
mile ordinance, and asking its modifica- 
tion. Superintendent Hewitt appeared 
before the Council and requested its modi- 
fication, not only for the reason that it 
incommoded passengers but that the de- 
lay was so great that mails were missed 
every day. Such a thing is very injurious 
to business interests, and we 
Council will correct it. Had there been 

any accidents when the trains went 

through at the rate of fifteen miles an 

hour there might be justification, but the 

Santa Monica and other roads affected by 

this have a very small death record, far 

below the minimum. Itis to be hoped 

that the Council will modify the ordinance 
at the next meeting.

Wassincton, May 20.—There} 


has been some speculation here 
recently with regard to certéum:

No, we had no orders 
beyond that we were ordered to 
report at a given time, and we 
found an officer there, who was 
also in citizen’s clothes, who took 
command of the detail. I noticed 
that only native Americans were 
selected for the detail. We were 
treated very comfortably while 
at the legation.” air 

This somewhat extraordinary 
story appears in print to-day. 
While there is no means.of ex- 
tracting the truth about the mat- 
ter from the hermetically sealed 
lips of the officials who are able 
to. pass upon its truth or falsity, 
it is definitely known that some 
such extraordinary precautions 
have been taken by the authori- 
ties.

As these animals are becoming 
general in this countr7, a desire 
will be m sted for informa- 
tion respecting them, the buy- 
ers may know why from $500 to 
$1,000, are being paid for them, 
while the hotter known and more 
cosmopolitan Short-horns bring 
barely half those figures.
